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SOUTHERN    CALIFORNIA    PROGRESS   REPORT 

After  three  years  of  planning  and  groundwork  a  target  date  for  Pacifica's  new 
Southern  California  station  can  be  set.  If  the  anticipated  financial  support  is  forthcom- 
ing the  station  can  be  on  the  air  by  June,  1959.  A  broadcast  frequency  has  been  assigned. 
The  F.  C.  C.  construction  permit  has  been  issued.  A  transmitting  site  and  some  of  the 
broadcast  facilities,  including  a  transmitter,  have  been  obtained.  And  the  management 
of  the  new  station  has  been  appointed. 

Before  the  new  station  begins  broadcasting,  and  certainly  after  regular  program- 
ming starts,  many  volunteer  workers  are  needed.  Volunteers  are  the  core  of  KPFA's 
operation,  and  in  Southern  California  they  will  have  to  be  relied  on  even  more.  The 
very  modest  initial  budget  and  the  necessity  for  promotional  work  make  the  need  of 
the  volunteer  help  as  great  as  that  for  financial  contributions. 

Volunteers  cannot,  of  course,  be  recruited  over  the  air  in  Southern  California  as 
they  are  at  KPFA.  Thus,  until  the  new  station  begins  programming,  help  will  have  to 
be  given  by  those  who  are  already  familiar  with  Pacifica — you.  The  areas  where  volun- 
teer assistance  is  particularly  needed  now  are:  typing  and  office  work,  engineering, 
construction,  and  promotion.  Do  you  know  of  someone  in  Southern  California  who 
could  help  ?

This  plea  for  volunteers  is  especially  directed  to  those  who  have  already  subscribed 
in  Southern  California  and  who  will  be  receiving  the  KPFA  Folio,  beginning  with  this 
issue.  We  could  also,  of  course,  appreciate  names  of  potential  subscribers. 

PROGRAM  NOTES:  Among  the  outstanding  offerings  in  this  Folio  are  the  three  lectures 
by  Dr.  Paul  Tillich.  Recognized  in  his  native  Germany  as  a  vital  force  in  contemporary 
theology  and  philosophy,  Dr.  Tillich  was  forced  to  leave  the  country  in  1933  for  his 
outspoken  criticism  of  Nazism.  He  came  to  America  and  first  served  as  Professor  of 
Theology  at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  and,  since  his  retirement  in  1955,  on  the 
faculty  of  Harvard  Divinity  School.  He  is  presently  completing  the  second  volume  of 
his  life  work,  "Systematic  Theology,"  and  has  published  many  other  books.  In  1956 
he  received  the  Goethe  Plaque  from  the  City  of  Frankfurt  for  his  achievements  "during 
an  era  of  recklessness  and  calamitous  upheaval,  in  sustaining  the  dignity  and  freedom 
of  the  individual." 

All  three  of  Dr.  Tillich's  lectures  at  Goucher  College  this  past  Spring  are  included 
in  this  Folio,  since  their  content  is  so  compact  and  so  interrelated  that  they  should  be 
heard  within  a  relatively  short  space  of  time.  They  are  scheduled  for  Sundays  at  2  P.  M. 
and  Thursday,  February  5th  at  8:30.  We  are  also  fortunate  to  have  a  talk  by  the  recently- 
appointed  Bishop  of  California,  Dr.  James  A.  Pike,  on  the  significance  of  Paul  Tillich; 
this  talk,  made  especially  for  KPFA,  wijl  be  heard  on  February  12th  at  9  P.  M. 

The  complete  text  of  our  recent  two-hour  program  "The  Homosexual  in  our  Society" 
has  now  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form.  Copies,  at  $1.00  each,  can  be  obtained  from 
the  station.
